One Decision That 
Court Coaldn't Alter, 


In the good olf days when Judge 
Gaslin sat upon the bench in a district 


that comprised the western half of! 


Nebraska, the rustler, the horse thief 
and the killer abounded, Judge Gaslin 
Was aware that there Was but one way 
to rid the country of these pests, and 
that way was to make it too hot for 
them. Aeeordingly Judge Gaslin, when 
one of therm was put on trial, admitted 
evidence that was sometimes “ineom- 
petent, frrelevant and immaterial,” but 
as it Was generally true that If the 
prisoner was not guilty he had been 
guilty of something equally bad Judge 
Gaslin let it go @t that and clinched 
the prisoner on general principles, The 
result wag that the supreme court re 
versed a good many of the judge's 
cases, 

During these perilous times an atro- 
cious murder was committed in Adams 
county and the perpetrators Were soon 
captured, The evidences of guilt were 
plain, and the two prisoners were soon 
pronounced guilty and sentenced to be 
hanged. But as several notorious char- 
acters had recently been allowed to es- 
cape by the supreme court, the people 
of Adams determined to forestall any- 
thing of that kind by quietly lynching 
the pris®ners. The two men were tak- 
en from the jail and hanged to a rail- 
road bridge east of town. 

The bodies were left hanging to the 
bridge, and next morning Judge Gas- 
Hn sauntered cut that way to take a 
look. He gazed on the swaying bodies 
for a few woments without saying a 
word. Then he turned to a friend and 
remarked: 

“I sentenced those two fellows to be 
hanged. That's one decision that In- 
fernal supreme court won't reverse.”-

NAVEL ORANGES. 


How They Were introduced tnto 
This Country From Brasil, 


\y Only a quarter of a century ago near. 
ly 


all the oranges of commerce were 


raised) on the shores of the Mediter- 


fanean sea, and they were so expen- 


sive that most of the boys and girls of 
America thought a gift of an orange 


something to be remembered for along , 
) time. 


A few oranges were grown in 
Florida, and perhaps five carloads a 
year came from California. Of these 
oranges none was seedless, so the deli- 


cjous navel oranges that we may see | 


for sale any day now were unknown, 

In 1872, however, United States Con- 
sul W. F. Judson of Bahia, Brazil, was 
told by the natwes that some 60 miles 
inland up the Amazon were native or- 
ange trees bearing fruit without seeds, 
Accordingly he sent natives after tree 
shoots and some of the fruit The 
shoots were packed in moss and clay 
and sent to Washington. 
set out by the agricultural department, 
but attracted little attention until the 
next year, when Horatio Tibbetts of 
Riverside, Cal., took the surviving four 
shoots to his home and planted them. 
There they had hard luck, for one died 
and another was eaten up by a cow. 
At the end of five years the two trees 
surviving bore 16 handsome seedless 
oranges. Next year the oranges were 
even better, and the trees bore about 
a box of the fruit. 

From that time on the cultivation of 
seedless, or navel, oranges about Riv- 
erside progressed rapidly. As there 
were no seeds to raise trees from, it 
was found necessary to graft buds of 
the svedless trees into seedling trees. 
As soon as the seedless branches be- 
gin to bear the seedling branches were 
cut from the trees, As late as ISS3 the 
best seedless buds sold fer os much as 
$1 each, but within a couple of years 
there were thousands of buds on the 
grafted branches. Now tens of thou- 
sands of seedling trees have been bud- 
ded into navel orange trees. Riverside 
has grown from a small village fo a 
town of 14,000 people and has 16,000 
acres devoted to the cultivation of na- 
vel oranges. It is the greatest orange 
producing locality in the world and 
ships 1,600,000 boxes of navels a year. 
The original trees are fenced about 
and carefully guarded lest harm should 
come to them, and they are enjoying a 
green old age.—Exchange. 

Electricity In New York, 

The total current used for, inucandes- 
cent lighting in New York is ap aston- 
ishing amount. Om April 1, 1000, the 
Edison company was supplying 1,155,- 
202 lamps. The New York Gas, Heat, 
Light and Power company, covering 
the boroughs of Manhattan and the 

tronx and ineluding the Edison sta- 
tions, was supplying 1.975.826 16 ean- 
dle power lamps nd the United Elee- 
tric Light and Power company about 
250.000 lamps. Including isolated 
plants, the grand total must be about 
2.000,000 lamps, represcuting at least 
200,000 horsepower, Some idca of this 
power may be had from the fact that 
it represents the joint output of more 
than 200 locomotives, is wore than the 
horsepower of Sampson's 
and Dewey's squadrons in the war and 
requires the consumption of 2.000 tons 
of coal an hour, or a ton in less than 
two seconds, while all the lights are 
burning.
